Blaine Calls On State 


To Observe Mourning

President Harding. The governor directed that all departments .of the 
government be rfosed on Friday.

"The p«opleN>f Wisconsin, in common with the people of the t'nited 


States, were stricken with grief and sorrow on the announcement of the 
dentil of our late president. Warren Gamaliel Harding. 


- "While on a visitation of the 1'uiteil States, endeavoring to carry to 
the people his ideals and aspirations for America, the physical task was 
so strenuous that he broke under the burden and succumbed to the crim 
rcap«T of death. 


"Our people possess n deep sympathy for those who suffrr in his 


death a personal loss, and as we botr brforc the power of death our people 
realize bis" loss to our nation. ; 


"In respect to the memory of <hc illustrious life and in acknowledg- 


ment «f'his sacrifice,, and in accordance with the proclamation of the 
Presidmt of the United States, 


"I recommend tltat at the hour of three o'clock in the afternoon of 


Friday. August 10. 1923. the timr «ct apart for the funeral services, the 
people of tbo state assemble in their respective place* of worship or 
other convenient pi-ices, to join in ceremonies fitting to the mournful oc- 
casion, and lo supplicatt: divine mercy unon our stricken nation. 


"I further recomnwnd that upon all public buildings—school. local,

However at one store, tho dealer said

People seem to bo putting 
their money now into white paper of 
a, good quality. 


Many people buy paper by the pound

In some, cases in ordering expensive 
paper it Is necessary to take five 
quires. 


This last year the fad of having

In his latest interview Mr.x Magnus 


Johnsonl senator from Minnesota, dis- 
cusses the most perplexing problem of 
modern times, in fact, an outstanding 
problem -which has been a political and 
social issue since patriarchal days in Ju- 
dea. 
Unequal distribution of wealth is 


his topic, over which mankind never has ' 
had relief from dissension, revolution and 
•war. 


The \rell informed concede nowadays 


that great wealth is acquirable honestly, 
as well as dishonestly. Mr. Henry Ford, 
for example, has made his millions hon- 
estly, and in the short space of. twenty- 
five years. Plutocrats might be men; 
tioned who accumulated money by crim-, 
inal methods. Others have become rich 
neither honestly nor dishonestly, their in- 
crement being unearned 


Experience alone will teach us to bring 


about more equitable distribution of 
wealth- "We have made wonderful prog- 
ress in recent years, particular!}- in the 
past twenty to thirty j'ears. 
Increase 


of savings and investment by the people 
in bonds 'and stocks are evidence of an 
everwidening distribution of wealth. 


It would not be fair, as Mr. Johnson 


suggests, to impose heavy taxes on suc- 
cessful corporations, for this would be 
penalizing ability and efficiency. 
Taxing 


. non-productive incomes, another of his 
. devices, would be unjust assessment of 


capital. 


Some of'lhe best plans so far consid- 


ered by thoughtful persons are prevention 
of monopoly, especially of raw materials. 


. and of monopoly by agreement among in- 


terests, and of combinations to regulate 
production and prices, and of the grant- 
ing of advantages by legislation to special 
groups. As to excessive profits, the time 
is not far distant when competition will 
control and restrict them. Excessive pro- 
fits are the surest sign that the'tendency 
of commercial prices, over a long course 
of years, will be downward. 


Russia has—attempted to distribute 


wealth equally by a plausible, theoretical 
device, known as communism or socialism. 
The scheme is not practicable, and. even 
if it were, it would destroy liberty and in- 
dividualism. The sound means of,distrib- 
uting wealth is not that of vesting all 
property in the state, but of scattering it 
among the millions of people. 


The American system is good enough. 


' The system has operated better than any 


other. 
"We need mere patriotism, hones- 


ty and common sense in legislation and ad- 
ministration, and more integrity and jus- 
tice in the courts, and more ethics, honor 
and honesty in business.

The war on paper between France and 


Germany as to the reparations Germany 
already has paid goes merrily on. 
The 


latest is a parallel column display circu- 
lated by the French propaganda' bureau 
in the t'nitfd States. It shows how the 
Germans have padded their claims in 
numerous clever but nevertheless trans- 
parent entries. 


One is an item for 5.916,000.000 gold 


marks for merchant ships turned over to 
the allies, of which 2.500.000.000 gold 
marks is supposed to represent ships 
seized by the United States. Though the 
United States got the old Vaterland. now 
the Leviathan, second largest ship on 
earth, the Amerika and the George "Wash- 
ington as well as a few smaller vessels" 
like the Kronprinzessin Cecille. \nobody 
supposed that the worth of these seized 
liners would be anything like $600.000.- 
000. The Germans set it up on the basis 
of ship values in January. 1920: the 
French claimed, on the basis of actual 
ship sales that .the worth of the whole 
fleet was^only 707.000,000 gold marks, 
or less than a third of the German value 
for the American ships alone. 


Probably both sides are far ofi\ and 


certain it is that the dispute will run on 
and on. concerning this arAJ all other 
items, until an international committee of 
business men gets together, compromises 
the tw*b widely varying estimates of what 
has been paid, and decides without pas- 
sion or bitterness what Germany can pay 
without having to turn over her lands, fac- 
tories and railroads to her creditors. 


DOING BUSINESS WITHOUT LOSS 


The first month of the new federal fiscal 


year has passed, and the post office de- 
partment -reports that its accounts bal- 
ance with a credit, in contrast with a defi- 
cit of twelve million dollars for the cor- 
responding thirty days of last year.

SCIATIC NEURITIS 


Jujt because. I am talking a bout neuritis, and oo 


ca-sionally even saying something on the subject., no 
reader need imagine that I knowyany treatment or 
remedy which is likely to bo of any use for neuri 
tis.

t;lon as neuritis. I can't ,dcny that, but I was going 
to say there is no remedy or cure or treatment 
which can be used with advantage indiscriminate- 
ly.

It is as thick as your finger and as 
wide as your thumb and as strong as' a half inch 
mansla rope—so strong1 that one can isolate the 
nerve trunk and lift a heavy man with it.

or sitting- in a slumped posture. It is clear that a 
condition which may depend1 upon so many different 
causes cannot respond to any specific remedy or 
method of treatment. 
So I say, if you are inter- 


sted and think of having: sciatica, by all means 
call in a good doctor and have it right. You may 
ell your symptoms to the doctor and he'll tell you 
vhether you have it right.

How often have you heard the remark "Oh, the 
car is just 


a piece of junk, after you have run it a few months, it rattles like an 
old tin can, pumps oil, and costs a small fortune in repair bills."

have heard that remark many many times during the years I have 
been m the automobile business. It is a remark frequently-made to 
tne unfortunate service manager, and is, in most cases, very unjust 
and not at all deserved by the car. It is quite useless to tell the 


. owner that he is the man who is responsible for all this "grief". 
It 
is true, however, in 99 cases out of 100. 


The life of your engine depends very largely on the way you drive 


and operate your car during the first 1,000 miles you run it. A fast 
pace will shorten the life of a motor just as surely as a fast and 
m™fy J"e wil1 shorten the life of a man or woman. 


The hrst 1,000 miles a car is run, is the most critical in its history, 


and your treatment of it during this time, will determine to a very 
large extent the amount of useful service you will get from it, and 
amount of money you will ultimately pay in repair ; 
"

bills.

.During the first 500 miles you run a new car, do not under any 
circumstances, exceed a speed of 
20 miles an hour. During the fol- 
lowing 500 miles, do not exceed a 
speed of 25 miles an hour. Do not 
allow the motor to race unneces- 
sarily, or you will surely pay for 
it in repair bills. 
Do not allow 


the engine to labor on high gear. 
If it starts to slow down and la^" 
bor, change down at once to a 
lower gear.

It is difficult for a man who has had no mechanical training to 


understand why,, if a new engine appears to run nice and smoothly 
and with apparently plenty of power, this extreme care should be- 
taken. 


Perhaps this little illustration which you WIL£, be able to under- 


• stand will make it plain to you. Suppose you were a man who had 


never taken any strenuous exercise, then all at once decided to take 
on a walk of 20 miles and determined to complete the distance at 
the rate of 6 miles an hour. If you ever completed that walk, how 
do you think you would feel at the end of it, and how do you think 
it would affect you. You know you would be stiff for a week oc 
more after, and might even do your system serious injury. 


Suppose, on the other hand, that you decided first to get into 


condition by taking a walk of 2 miles a day the first week, then 3 
miles a day the next week, 4 miles a day the following week, and 
so on.

All of her 
pupils have reached the age of ma- 
turity. Many are mothers and a sur- 
prisingly large number are grand- 
mothers.

pronounce over" meringue' making.

MUST be 


beaten with a whisk. A dovcy beat- 
er or a churn beater can hot -whip 
the amount of air into them neces- 
sary to make a perfect meringue 
economically. 
On«" ess well beaten 


will "go" farther than 
three 
half 


beaten. And tho eggs MUST be 
fresh. 


The temperature of tho whites has 


llttlo effect on. their beating proper- 
ties, but the whites must be un- 
clouded. A tiny bit of tho yolk pre- 
vents them from beating _well. 
If 


when breaking tho egg and separat- 
ing tho whites from 
the yolk the 


yolk Is broken and some does pene- 
trate the white this must be re- 
moved. To do this dampen a clean 
§oft cloth and dip into tho yolk. Do 
this until every trace of yolk Is re- 
moved. The yolk clings to the cloth. 


Tho beating of an egg Is a de- 


lightful example of "physical change" 
without "chemical change." 
Chemi- 


cal change of course takes place as 
soon as sugar is added, but tfce ac- 
tion of air on the albumen causes 
no "chemical change." 


SIMPLE MERINGUE 


This is used for pie and pudding 


frostinga: 


One egg white. 1 tablespoon 'cold 


water. % teaspoon salt, tablespoons 
sugar. 


Separate white from 
yolk 
care- 


fully. Put white on a. platter. Add 
water and salt and beat with a 
whisfc till stiff and dry. Beat in | 
.sugar and use as desired. Bake in 
moderately hot oven for sis minutes 
This amount of meringue will cove 
a pic or pudding eight inches 
diameter. 


SPECIAL MERINGUE

deep platter or shallow bowl. Bea 
with a> whisk until stiff enough t 
hold itg shape wjhen pulled up wit 
beater. Add lemon juice slowly 
beating constantly. Bake ten min 
utes in a slow oven. This makes i 
heavy meringue.

Either of 'these -meringues, can b 


spread evenly, piped with a pastrj 
tube or puffed with a fork for bak 
Ing.

more seasoning In their food prepara 
tlons than wo do. and some of their 
seasonings are not appealing to our 
sonso- of taste—assafoctida. 
for in 


stance. 
The supposition is that be 


cause 
they 
had no 
refrigeration 


moats spoiled readily and some of 
the very highly, flavored ingredients 
were addeg to cover up the taste. 


But let us consider some of the 


seasonings besides salt and pepper, 
which the housewife should have on 
her shelves, and thus add much va- 
riety, as to flavor, in her daily 
menus. First of all vegetables comes 
the onion, and its relations.' the shal- 
lot, garlic, chives and leeks'. 


There is ' nothing which 
so 
im- 


proves some salads, meats 
and 


sauces as garlic. 
But it must bo 


used with discretion, and that means 
one of the-eeveral sections found in 
a garlic. 
One of these sections, 


which should bo -peeled, 
cut into 


halves and rubbed over tho bowl In 
which a salad 
is served will give 


iust that 
unusual and 
delicious 


flavor so often lacking. 


Celery comes next, perhaps, and

What the diagnosis was*or the 


remedy Is. the writer does not assume 
to know, but he does know that the' 
experiment station is now mailing bul- 
letins 35S. "Nicotine Dust Kills Cucum- 
ber Beetles," to growers of cucumbers, 
melons and squash. Everyone who has 
a garden should have this bulletin in 
his, library. 


While th« bulletin is too long to re- 


produce In this column, a few quota- 
tions of service may be made as fol- 
lows: 
I 


The striped cucumber beetle Is a, 


constant crop hazard. It cause? dam- 
age's estimated at S3.000.000 annually 
to the cucumber, melon and squash 
crop of the United States. This insect 
not only injures' the plants by its feed- 
ings but it transmits the wilt and mo- 
saic'diseases. 


Many insecticides in the past were 


found to be powerless against the cu- 
cumber beetle^ Nicotine dust, a new . 
form of insecticide . has proved de- •' 
cldedly' successful in the control of the 
beetle during two years of trial. 


All dusts containing nicotine should 


be kept in tight, metal cans all the 
time and the' cans should alwayp be 
kept covered except when dust Is be- 
ing removed. 


Dust should be purchased in sealed 


cans direct from the dealer and must 
be fresh, that is not held over from. 
the previous year. 


At the present price of 5 per cent 


nicotine-Hme dust. S16 per hundred. 
14 pounds" would cost about S2.25 per 
acre per opplication. 


Usually three applications at two 


day intervals are sufficient to rid the 
plants 
of beetles provided 
nearby 


.patches are similarly treated. 


As the insects are very active and 


take flight at the slightest 
disturb- 


ance, an apparat^- which will throw a 
good volume of oust with force is nec- 
essary. A hand duster is necessary 
for applying the material properly 
and may be purchased 
from any of 


several "firms manufacturing dust and 
spray machinery. If a duster is not . 
available, the material may be shaken 
from a. cheesecloth sack directly over 
the beetles.
